Inaugurated

Inaugurated here, the clinic will 
travel throughout the Province of 
Quebec sponsoreci for English- 
speaking famille^ by thé, Mental 
Hygiene Institute' of Montreal and 
the 'Verdun Protestant Hospital. It 
is^made possible by a Dominion- 
Provincial mental health grant' to 
McGill University. 

Five persons visited the clinic in 
Sherbrooke yesterday,. Dr. Reed 
said, describing the results as 
"very satisfactory." - j. • 

Laudhig the coToperatlbn of doc- 
tors at the- 'stierbrooke';^HospiUl, 
Dr. Reed declared their Interest 
'.'encouraging." He noted .they 
were "alive" to psychlatrlc;;trMU 
ment of mental disorders and were 
Incorporathig faculties . for such 
treatment in a new hospital build- 
ing now under construction.

In writing "Trelawney of the 
Wells," Sir Arthur Plnerp wielded 
a two-edged sword.' First, this 
càmédy has been designed to hold 
an audience; secondly, it serves a 
didactic end. Nevertheless both 
edges cut deeply. 

Miss Rose Trelawney, the princi- 
pal character, has been exposed to 
the frequent disappointments which 
permeate the constant turmoil of 
theatrical life. Tom Wrench, the 
aspiring playwright, is on a con- 
stant crusade In an effort' to gain 
recognition. He has to put up with 
such vehement supporters of the 
prevailing school of ptaywrlling as 
the vice-chancellor. Sir William 
Gower. 'an old restrained gentle- 
man; who only at the very 6nd of 
the comedy melts into a sympathe- 
tic patron' of jrealism.

In ren- 
dering the decision which . cost 
Livingstone ot McGill second place 
in the race, McGill three points, and 
eventually the meet. Professor Hart 
of Western, the referee, left 'the 
way open for such a move. ' 

Opinion sems ,to-:be\that, despite 
the fact Livingstone 'knocked over 
three hurdles, enough for disquali- 
ficatloR in Intcr-colcgiate competi- 
tion, McGill has good grounds for 
protest It hes been the practice 
in Intercolegiate meets during the 
pnst few years to waive the ruling 
disqualifying a man for knocking 
over more than thread hurdles. The 
ritlc has b^en done away with In 
International competition due to the 
fact that a hurdler Is slowed .•'Uf- 
fliccntly by hitting the hurdles to 
cliow the foregoing of any furtncr 
penalty. This was the case in the 
disputed race. McGiU'a Ian Living- 
stone was thrown completely off 
stride after hitting one hurdle and 
definifciy slowed . by nicking two 
more. Reliable cstimaters say he 
could have won the race by a 
handy margin over Toronto's Far- 
linger otherwise. 

The ruling was waived as a 

matter of course In pre-meet con- 

sullstlon between the Toronto

hall for 462 persons. The upper 
portion ol the assembly hall reach- 
es the first /loor. 

Attached to the hall is a movie- 
projection room, with storage space 
for filing film. Tlic hall Itself has 
a stage designed for dramatic pre- 
sentations, complete with . curtain 
controls. « 

A library is located on the first 
fllir, with an adjoining room set 
aside for the use of the librarian. 
For use in instructing students, 
there are three large classrooms, 
each of which is equipped with the 
latest devices. In each classroom, 
the lighting and the . eolor^heme 
conform with the architect^s^icws 
on modern design- 
Proceeding back to the lower 
floor, we find three meeting- 
rooms, a snack-bar and kitchen', the 
social lounge, a cloakroom equip- 
ped for a coat-checking system, and 
rest rooms. 

The difficulty with many centres 
today has been lack of space ade- 
quate for serving hot food. Mr. 
Schrier has overcome this problem 
by Including a planned kitchen 
with enough space to handle the 
food needs of- the entire building, 
^n^^h^b'ascment are situated the 
workshops. There is -a special room 
devoted to photography and equip- 
ment for it, with a dark-room ad- 
joining. Here in the basement also 
are the art, radio and publishing 
workshops. The radio department 
has a network of loud speakers 
throughout the hotisc, enabling one 
to communicate viiih all the mein- 
bers. 

Approximately in the centre of 
the building there is an enclosed 
section for an open-air terrace and 
a swimming pool. Arranged here 
too are ahtlctic facilities, and for 
the indolent, deck-chairs.
